Aa  party  got  eminent  u  inevitable  and 
accessary  in  a  free  country,  it,  it  the  duly 
of  every  citizen  to  attend  ilia  primary  meet 
ingeottbe  parly  with  which  he  acta.  Il 
hut) eat  and  intelligent  men  neglect  the 
priiuariea,  they  thereby  hand  the  control 
of  then  parly  oear  la  hail  men. — flu — uu. 
portaut  to  lh«  welfare  nl  the  country  that 
both  the  great  politiial  p-trlira  •hall  be 
Controlled  by  w  or  and  boocat  men;  lot  a 
corrupt  or  debuted  minority  ean  otter  hut 
a  feelda  nppu»ition  to  the  majority,  and  iu 
reality  belpa  to  alrcngtben  and  to  debase 
toe  majority;  wbert-a*  a  powerful,  bone  at. 
and  intelligent  minority  compela  the  nia 
iiirity  to  govern  carefully  and  honestly 
The  demoralization  of  the  party  which  is  in 
the  minority  may  thus,  aa  you  ace,  bring 
calamitica  on  a  countiy. 

••P.ditica"  have  always  been,  in  every 
free  state,  an  enticing  profeaaioii,  lollowed 
by  many  boueat  and  high  minded  men  uiit 
„  ol  a  dcaire  to  aee  their  lavoille  prnu’lplca 
prevail;  by  other  men  tn  advance  tlicir 
private  fortunes,  and  by  )ct  other*  lioiu  a 
mixture  or  combination  oi  both  these  mo 
live*.  Our  own  politii  e  are  less  corru|*t, 
and  our  own  politicians, taken  as  a  flaw, 
are  far  more  scrupulous  lh.ii,  those  of  moat 
free  uatioaa  have  been  either  in  ancient  or 
modern  times.  When,  therefore,  men  talk 
or  write  about  toe  peculiar  debasement  of 
our  politic*,  you  need  not  entirely  believe 
them.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  irritating 
ignorance  and  aoiue  corruption  among  our 
,  political  leader*,  but  not  nearly  aamueh  aa 
tlierw  it  Iu  England  or  Trance;  it  vex-  s  ui 
more  bccauae  we  meet  it  face  to  face. 
The  truth  la  that  our  party  politics  are 
more  intelligently,  ieaa  dishonestly,  and 
more  honorably  conducted  than  those  ol 
Great  Britain,  with  ji inch  we  are  oltcnnat 
compared,  and  that  the  averaged  ol  |u>liti 
cal  morality  is  higher  in  the  United  Ht.it e 
than  in  any  other  nation  in  the  world 
In  an  ideal  state,  the  pi  op!*,  gifted  with 
unfailing  dt-ci-ru  incut  ol  merit,  would 
select  continually,  and  without  prompting 
of  any  kind,  the  wisest  and  ablest  men  for 
their  rulers  would  devise  always  the  m««t 
beneficent  and  tbe  noblest  of  policies  tor 
the  naliou.  ('radically,  however,  these 
swatters  arr  managed  somewhat  diffretith. 
The  people  are  guided  more  or  lean  by 
newspapers  and  by  political  leaders;  invp.

I'l'BipriW  it.  ft  is  «  method  of  poHttrwf 
wction  m  i  al  ke  by  the  Item!  slid  the 
vilest  politician-;  the  wlsst  and  the  most 
necessary  mcaaures  of  the  last  twelve  years, 
for  instance,  as  -veils*  the  basest  and  most 
•njuriuU',  have  been  diacu'sed  and  prvpar- 
-  «d  in  caucus  la-fore  they  were  presented 
to  th- public;  -n-l  Imth  'he  abl<-sl  and  tbe 
worst  ot  our  p  ditical  U-aiiers  have  been 
i  itmduccd  laiti  political  life,  and  advanc¬ 
e-1  in  it,  in  these  silent,  secret,  but,  net 
tl-a  sf->ro  necessarily  evil  cum  Its.  by  their 
j/ii  nd*.  In  a  country  wf«  re  intr-lligcncc  id 
widly  d-ffn*ed,  and  wrhere  l lc>re  is  so  high 
an  svsnge  of  ability,  it  ia  very  seldom 
that  a  man,  except  after  long  and  brilliant 
service,  b- comes  so  conspicuously  the  one 
man  for  the  place  that  Iris  party  retain'  him 
a*  a  matter  ol  c»*trra. 

A  fault  in  our  political  arrangements 
makes  tbe  omens  very  often,  in  the  hands 
of  bad  men,  an  instrument  for  elevating 
corrupt  men  to  power.  This  is  the  pr«c- 
tire,  ia  tha  states  ami  cities,  of  electing  a 
great  many  of  the  rxi-eu'ive  officers 
Where  this  Is  done,  the  rancut  enalrlr*  cor¬ 
ruptionist*  to  prepare  a  llrket  rom posed 
of  a  few  grwl  men  and  a  large  tail  of  the 
lowest  rlaaa  of  nrdiftriue,  and  such  a 
‘•elate"  I*  then 'forced  upon  the  party  as 
•othe  best  thing  that  can  In  got."  The 
-viler  kludot  politicians  do  not  trouble 
-themselves  much  about  a  Congressional 
caucus-  but  whwrever  a  doten  or  turniv 
■candidate*  arw  to  b*  nominated, 
them  Is  thdr  opportunity.  If  tha  ricca 
ttvi  bend,  be  the  President,  Governor, 
or  Msvor,  has  the  srlsrtion,  appoint¬ 
ment,  and  removal  of  all  his  salmroinatea, 
a  *■  slate"  become*  impossible,  and  th* 
asitewt  if  no  longer  so  pnwrrftil  a  tool  In 
the  hands  of  ba-i  men.  In  some  of  our 
■twits,  at  ews  time,  metnlwr*  of  Congress 
wvrv  chosen  •«  a  general  ticket;  •  list  ia 
lw  my,  the  whole  Congressional  delegation 
ofth*  state  was  voted  for  hy  all  th*  pntpto 
■f  th*  xtate.  But  v  rpvriamre  showed  that 
th*  euac-ui  po*  •  few  good  wfrn  end  a 
mnHItade  of  bad  on*e  on  tlrv  tarn#  tk-het; 
and  a*  Initti  parlies  did  this,  the  fewtlt 
was  for  evil  only.  It  ia  sonu  tinua  urged 
th  it  il  tha  Prrstdeai,  Governor,  or  Mayor 
ha*  our*straia*>l  power  In  appoint  or 
m*va  hi*  snhordiaat**,  b*  wk  I  appoint 
bad  men,  Bat  *V*a  th*  doe  ram  eh*ok 
of  th*  Beuata  doe*  not  always  suffice  to 
arevsrtth*  appointment  of  enDUilruonsty 
bad  or  incompetent  m«n;  and  It  does  serve 
to  conceal  th*  faults  of  a  ruler,  ami  I 
hi*  responsibility  to  the  people,  la  a  ials- 
e.hievous  manner.  It  rs  better  that  a  Presi¬ 
dent  or  Governor  or  Mayor  shall  show  his 
plainly  Ivy  hnd  appointment* 
I*  will  become  hatelal  to  th* 
people,  and  bias  his  chance  of  r*  election, 
whit*  th*  canon*  will  b*  (horn  of  it*  power 
for  evil. 

Do  not  be  ashamed  a*  afraid  to  meet  In 
caucaa,  If  you  ahowld  by  and  by  take  part 
ia  politic*  bat  remember  that  bad  aien 
aad  meaaoeva  may  be  d  faatod  there  aa 
well  nr  at  th*  primary  meetings.  And 
A  sound  ruto  for  party  action,  remmulver
